We Believe Terry 


DKCAUSK Travis Jjick.son of Waldo, known to hundreds 
1J of southwest Arkansas men as a great schoolboy athlete, 
was for many years a roommate of "Memphis Bill" Terry 
when both were with the New York Giants, there is special 
interest locally in the fight that has ju.st been renewed be- 
tween Giant Manager Terry and the metropolitan snorts 
writers. 


Writing in this week's Saturday Evening Post "Ter- 


rible Terry" charges that he was early antagonized by New 
York City sports editors because they used their columns 
to take the side of the Giants' owners against the players 
in disputes over salaries. The sharpest battle involved 
Terry himself—and so to this day he has remained aloof 
from the newspaper fraternity, taking care of a good ball 
club and ignoring pi-ess comment. 


His article in this week's Cost is a long indictment of 


the integrity of big city sports editors, at least in New York 
City. He cites one incident after another to support his 
statement, that because he refused to be brow-beaten by the 


sports press they therefore pursued a campaign of hatred 
against Terry. 


You can not rend Terry's nrticlc 


in the post—it is (he lending article 
this week—without feeling that the 
benefit of the doubt belongs to the 
athlete out on the playing field 
rather than to the sports writer, 
who ,-ifter all is simply n spectator 
who happens to put vocal com- 
ments into writing. 


I can not. for instance, imagine 


sports editors being successful as 
a class in managing major league 
ball clubs. Neither can you. Yet 
Bill Terry has fought his way up 
from a filling-station job to one of 
the richest prizes in baseball. 


That Travis Jackson, from our 


own section of the country, lived 
with him intimately and defended 
him most .strenuously in his rela- 
tions with the public and the press, 
:.peaks for the man that Terry 
actually is rather than the man a 
handful of sports "powers" picture 
him to be. 


This disclosure, of course, doesn't 


do the press as a whole any good. 


It is particularly damaging in 


view of 
the earlier indictment 


made by Gene Tunney, who, hav- 
ing won the world's heavyweight 
championship and safely retired 
with his health and his riches, 
; helled down and told some of the 
inside facts about a poor young 
boxer's attempt to got a fair pub- 
licity break on New York City's 
sports 
pages. 
Tunney 
openly 


charged bribery. 


I venture the guess that most of 


the press outside New York City 
believe both Tunney and Terry. 
Both arc good men whose word 
passes safely in important circles, 
entirely aside from their standing 
as athletes. 


This leaves the New York City 


sports page in pretty bad stand- 
ing—and it's abaut time some- 
body in authority' oil those patpcrs 
put an end to a feud in which 
the whole newspaper 
fraternity 


fe«ls it is being marie to appear 
unfair, corrupt and ridiculous. 


Bill Terry may not be playing

announced in view of the impending 
vote—at noon Thursday—on debate 
limitation, the senate would recess 
Wednesday afternoon at the usual 5 
o'clock hour. 


Night sessions were held Monday 


and Tuesday. 


May Abandon Lynch BUI 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — Three sup- 


porters of the anti-lynching bill an- 
nounced Tuesday they were willing 
to lay it aside in view of the Southern 
filibuster. 


Leadership of the opposition to the 


bill predicted others would take thus 
same attitude with the result that 
the measure would be shelved before 
the end of the week. 


Senators 
Wheeler 
(Dem., 
Mont.), 


Burko 
(Dem., 
Neb.), and 
Herring 


(Dem., la.), expressed willingness to 
give it up. 


"Things look rosy," said Senator 


Connally, (Dem., Tex.), chief strategist 
for the Southerners. He and his col- 
leagues were;rcounting on the pressure 
of .two circumstances to .end debate 
on the bill,

Clolurc Rule Effort Started . 


Supporters of the bill resorted tp the 


debate-end cloturc rule Tuesday"'night 
in a final effort to break the filibuster. 


Sixteen names, the required num- 


ber, were affixed to a petition for 
cloture and its actual filing awaited 
only such time as Senator Neely (Dem., 
W. V.I could obtain the floor. 


Under cloturc procedure, two days 


after the filing of the pttition, the sen- 
ate votes automatically on the ques- 
:ion of whether cloturc shall be ap- 
plied. 
If two-thirds of those voting 


approve, debate is limited to a single 
one-hour speech by each senator until 
a vole is taken. 


Those who have followed the battle 


against the anti-lynching bill are con- 
vinced that the necessary two-thirds 
vote will not be forthcoming; that the 
Southerns, with some assistance from 
other sections control at least a third 
of the senate on this issue. 


Important legislation is, or soon will 


be, awaiting attention of the senate. 
This includes the housing bill, the farm 
bill and several appropriation meas- 
ures. 


The scri'!-.:! was that senators don't 


like night sessions and in an effort 
to end the filibuster, the administra- 
tion leadership lias ordered sucli ses- 
sion^, giving the members an U or 12 
hour day in addition to committee 
work. 


Pepper Carries On 


Senator Pepper (Dem., Fla.), con- 


tinued the oratory Tuesday, while sup- 
porters of the bill watched for an op- 
portunity to trip him up on one of 
the few Senate rules which may be in- 
voked in such instances. 


Vice President 
Garner 
ruled 
that 


Pepper had made two speeches on a 
pending amendment, all the rules al- 
lowed him. So, Pepper offered a minor 
amendment to the pending 
amend- 


ment, and so became entitled to two 
more speeches of indefinite length. He 
told the senate that the South and the 
governors of the states of th South, 
have been "doing all they can lo stamp 
out the crime of lynching." The pend- 
ing bill, he added, "would do more 
barm than it would do good in ac- 
complishing its objective of eliminat- 
ing lynching."

Red river spread over additional 


lowlands in the Fulton area Wednesday 
as the stream, swollen by recent 
rains, climbed six feet above flood 
stage. 


The river rose three feet during the 


past 24 hours and at 7 a. m. Wednes- 
day reached 31 feet on the guage at 
Fulton. A new forecast of 34 feet is 
predicted at Fulton 
by Thursday. 


Flood stage is 25. 


Farmers and stockmen were moving 


their horses, cows, mules, hogs and 
other livestock from the lowland areas 
as fast as possible. 


Many have already heeded the flood 


warning and began moving their stock 
out of danger Monday. 


Fear Levee Break 


There was some fear that the levee 


three miles south of Fulton. would 
give way. The river has carried away 
considerable loose dirt from the banks. 
A break would overflow many acres 
o£ farm land. 


The river has backed up against 


Highway 55 from Fulton to McNab in 
several places, and another foot would 
make the road impassable.

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Extending Treatment Is Goal of Medicine 


THE question of socialized or stato-controllod medicine is 
1 is one which comes up periodically, and \vith which in- 
creasing frequency in later years. 


No one who has studied the problem denies that many 


low-income families are not receiving proper medical care 
today because there is no money to pay for it. The question is 
how to.remedy the situation. 


Advocates of state-controlled medicine point to systems 


in effect in several European countries and contend that the 
government should assume the burden of providing proper 
medical care for all the people. 
* * * 


V 


ARIOUS methods of socializing medicine have been pro- 
'posed, all of which have been opposed by the medical pro- 


fession generally. 
The American Medical Association has 


been severely criticized on its stand, but physicians contend 
that state control of medical service would depreciate the 
quality of such service, destroy initiative, inhibit research, 
and would .not be suitable to the American temperament. 


Various plans of sickness insurance, the 
profession 


. claims, would be unsatisfactory because of the great burden of 


administrative cost and probable political interference. 


Physicians concede that the cost of medical service has 


increased tremendously in recent years, principally because it 
has expanded to a point where 1,250,000 persons—doctors, 
nurses, pharmacists, dieticians, technicians, and hospital em- 
ployes—are engaged in the task of healing the sick. 


The ideal system in a democratic country, they contend, 


would be one in which citizens would be encouraged to save 
toward future medical costs. 


But because this objective obviously is impossible of im- 


mediate attainment, the American Medical Association has 
outlined a course of action which it says will solve the problem 
without recourse to any socialization plan. 


The association's board of trustees has passed a resolu- 


tion calling on all state and county medical societies to deter- 
mine the need for additional medical service in each county 
and to report on the best means of supplying that need to those 
unable to pay doctor bills. 


Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the Journal of the Ameri- 


can Medical Association, describes the program as "an at- 
tempt to apply on a nation-wide scale the best features of the 
numerous plans now i» effect, utilizing in each county to the 
fullest extent the rescources there available." He believes the 
plan may evolve into a "comprehensive system of medical 
care for all the people according to the American plan of 
medical practice." 
* * * 


pERTAINLY the purposes of the association's program are 
v^ laudable. Whether it will result in a complete solution of 
the problem remains to be seen. 


If nothing else, the campaign should bring a fuller un- 


derstanding of the precise extent of the problem to be met, 
and that's half the battle.

NEW JERSEY recently instituted compulsory inspection of 


all motor vehicles, and loud was the howl when 50 out 


of every 100 drivers were warned to have their automobiles 
repaired within a week or suffer the consequences. 


Many of them were driving comparatively new cars and 


were highly insulted when told that their machines were 
faulty. 


But' poorly focused lights and defective brakes or tires 


are death-dealers, whether on shiny new sedans or ancient 
jaloppies. 


The Jersey inspections revealed many cars, of course, 


which were so old and decrepit that no amount of repair 
work would make them safe for the highways.

inspection is that the persons who complain loudest about 
the inconvenience and expense are apt to be the same ones 
who are always demanding to know why something isn't 
done about the alarming increase in auto accident deaths.

Having incurred the ill will 
of the king on a previous occa- 
sion he was now ordered con- 
demned and summoned to return 
to his homeland. 


So Vasco Nunez determined or 


a noble feat to conciliate the king 
he would discover an ocean foi 
Spain. 
Accordingly on Sept. 1. 


1513, he set out from Darien with 
190 Spaniards and 1000 natives 
Either on the 25th or 26th he 
reached the top of the range anc! 
for the first time sighted the Pa- 
cific. 
.^ 


Francisco Pizarro and two oth- 


ers were sent out immediately tc 
reconnoiter. On the 29th Balboa 
himself tred Pacific shores and 
formally took possession of the 
"Great South Sea" in the name of 
Spain. 


The discovery did reconcile the 


king, Ferdinand the Catholic, but 
Balboa's glory was short lived. He- 
was condemned lor treason and 
executed in 1517, victim of a vi- 
cious plot conceived by an old 
enemy. Balboa is shown on the 
first of the four U. S. Panama- 
Pacific commemorative stamps of 
1913.

Resent Aspersions 


The whole article mgiht have been

Terry hadn't cast aspersions on the 
honesty of the writers who did the 
Ginat beat during the sonny days 
when Terry broke all rookie rules by 
holding out for more money. Terry 
said the writers worked with John 
McGraw by telling the world that Ter- 
ry was just another ball player. He did- 
n't come right out and yay the writers 
were "bought" by McGraw and maybe 
bo didn't even mean that. But "the 
writers: think it was a foul blow. 


Terry writes voluminously on the ef- 


forts of a New York sports editor to 
get his telephone number. "I never mix 
business and my family affairs" the 
colonel says. Yet he writes his story 
and brings in his family from his wife 
to his youngesl son. Giving sports edi- 
tors home telephone numbers is com- 
mon in the trade. Such numbers are 
not wanted to get "exclusive" stories 
as Terry claims but for checking pur- 
poses.

Many a well 
known man, in and out of sport, is 
happy because he gave newspapers his 
home telephone number. 


Cites Castleman Ride 


Another item that irritates New York 


sports writers is his story of the chas- 
tisement of Clyclell Casteleman, the 
pitcher. Terry says he knew the only 
way to break Castleman's lazy ways 
was to make him pitch a full game, 
come what may, and he protests be- 
cause baseball writers criticised him 
for making Castleman "take it' for 
nine blistering innings that hot day in 
Cincinnati. Yet, the truth of it is'the 
writers asked Terry for an explana- 
tion of the strange procedure and he 
tolel them to "get the hell out of my j 
way." 


Terry long contended newspapermen,; 


who traveled with the team at the ' 
club's expense, were chiselers but the i 
changed his tune when a certain news- I 
paper offered to pay its writer's way if 
the Giants paid for all the advertising 
they get daily in the newspaper in- 
volved. 


What the end will be is hard to con- 


ceive. Terry is set with a five-year 
ttntract but the contract can be brok- 
en. Surely, he's a fine manager but 
it's hard to believe that everybody can 
be out of step but Terry. Maybe he is 
good to his mother and all that but be 
won't be good to the Giants if he keeps 
up his battles with news-papers.

Exemptions Allowed Couples Married 


During Taxable Year 


Taxpayers should note that under 


the Revenue Act of 1936 the credit for 
dependents as well as the personal ex- 
emption is required to be prorated 
where a change of status occurs dur- 
ng the taxable year, and that these 
credits are alloable not only for the 
purpose of computng the normal tax 
but also the surtax. A fractcnal part 
of a month is to be disregarded unless 
it amounts to more than half a month, 
in which case it is considered a month. 


For example, a single man and a 


single woman., who were married on 
July 20, 1937. and were living together 
on the last day of the taxable year, 
may file a joint return. If they file 
their return or returns on the basis cf 
the calendar year, they would be en-

titled to a personal exemption of 
S2.2C8.34, which is seven-twelfths of 
Sl.COO for the husband while' single, 
plus seven-twelfths of $1,000 for the 
wife while single, plus five-twelfths 
of S2.5CO for the period during which 
they were married. If separate re- 
turns are fled, each is entitled to a per- 
sonal exemption of $1,104.17, which is 
seven-twelths of $1,000, plus one-half 
of the five-twelfths of $2,500. If during 
the year 1937 the husband or the wife 
had the status of the head of a family 
prior to their marriage, he or she 
would be entitled to his or her pro 
rata share of the personal exemption 
of S2.500 allowed the head of a family 
for the period prior to their marriage 
instead of merely that allowed a sin- 
gle person. However, for the period 
cf their marriage any exemption to 
which either might be entitled as the 


head of a family would be merged in 
the joint personal exemption for that 
period. The joint personal exemption 
allowable in the case of a couple who 
were married and living together dur- 


entre year may not exceed 
ing the 
$2,500. 


If a child under 18 years of age and 


dependent on the parent for support 
reaches the age of 18 years during the 
taxable year, the credit of $44 for a 
depedent is required to be prorated 
in the same manner as the personal 
exemption. For example, should thr 
child's eighteenth birthday 
fall on 


June 30. the parent would be entitled 
to claim $200 credit for the depedent 
child—that is, one-half of S400. The 
same rule applies to other dependents 
where a change of status occurs dur- 
ing the taxable ye?.r.
